A letter received by The Telegraph is published to- 


day on page one for two reasons: (1) If the charges it 
makes are true, then it does seem to be time for a col- 
lective inventory and for collective introspection. And 
(2) it offers a challenge to Dixon to prove it has open, 
sympathetic and understanding heart, m case the 
charges are false. Here's the letter:

Don't Be Late! that Box 5, since he has a job 
calling for night-time hours, as well as Saturday 
and Sunday work, can't get around to meet the 
personable population of Dixon. Now suggest 
how a man without these handicaps, who is 28 
years of age, a college graduate, gainfully em- 
ployed, and a Republican, can meet the personable 
population. E. g., can yoi suggest a mixed group 
meeting on weekday evenings whose interests are 
not hi your payment for dues, acquaintance as a 
business possibility, or gaining personal prestige, 
but mainly In sociality? 


I challenge yon to print this letter hi unadul- 


terated form, in other than the gossip column, 
and without unsympathetic wisecracks after it. I 
challenge you to show how, if possible, Dixon can 
be as warm and friendly a town on the "inside" 
as it misleadingly first seems to be on the "out- 
side." 


The general idea of this letter is of much Im- 


portance to me in the case that I remain hi Dixon 
and is, I feel, of utmost importance to Dixon as a 
desirable community to live hi.

officered by Germans and Aus- 
Inans, suddenly apeared from the 
east and flung itself—including a 
camel corps—against the British 
defenses. This assault was accom- 
panied by the unbelievable circum- 
stance of a Turkish artillery bom- 
bardment. How the deuce could 
heavy guns be brought across the 
desert!" 


The Turks struck among the 


dunes with fierceness and courage 
for which they are famous. British 
machine guns atop 
the dunes 


swept the enemy advance with 
death. Anzac horsemen in some 
places 
literally jumped t h e i r 


mounts down on the attackers. 


The battle raged on into the white 


heat of the day. Wounded Turks 
and Arabs cooked to death on the 
blazing sands under that terrific 
sun. Others ran out of drinking 
water and perished from thirst. 


Human flesh could stand only 


so much. After twenty hours the 
Turks gave up and the British in- 
terned close to 9,000 prisoners. The 
rest of the invading army lay 
among the dunes. 


I have seen some weird and fear- 


ful battle fields, but never any- 
thing like Romani. A host of dead 
in native garb lay close together 
over the shifting sands—roasting 
jn this devil's oven formed by the 
dunes. Interspersed were camels 
KIM? 


and donkeys. Empty water bottles 
told their own grim story. 


An Amazing Feat 


With the battle over the British 


set about to solve the mystery of 
that artillery, and I was there 
when the puzzle finally was ex- 
posed to an amazed general staff. 
Here is what happened: 


There grows on the Sinai penin- 


sula a shrub which is tough and 
very wiry. That was the key to 
the trick—for trick it was. 


The Turks, perhaps at the insti- 


gation of German engineers, dug 
little parallel trenches just far 
enough apart so that the wheels of 
a gun carriage would fit into them. 
These trenches were filled with the 
spring-like shrubs which formed 
a perfect track along which the 
guns ran well. 


It waa one of the smartest bits 


of engineering in the war.

Chicago, March 6—(AP> —Illi- 


nois miners trekked back to coal 
pits early today and the state be- 
gan to shed the restrictions and 
hardships of coal hungry days. 


Mining areas reported coal dig- 


gers jubilant and eager to get 
back to work. The United Mine 
Workers' new contract called for 
a $14."fi daily wage—an increase 
of 70 cents—and a 30-cent levy on 
each ton of coal to finance the 
UMW welfare fund. 
The pension 


payment formerly was 20 cents. 
The contract runs untrt June 30, 
1952, with provision for either the 
miners or the operators to cancel 
upon 30 days notice, after April 
1, 1951. 


The new contract put 17,000 min- 


ers back into the coal fields An- 
other 6,000 UMW diggers worked 
during the month-long strike un- 
der contracts negotiated with in- 
dependent mine operators. 


More than 
6,000 
Progressive 


Mine Workers joined 4,000 of their 
brothers in returning to work. The 
Progressives went on strike Feb. 
23, but 4*000 ended their strike 
March 2 under a 30-day extension 
of the contract which expired June 
30, 1949. The diggers who ignored 
the back to work order earlier in 
the week, voted last night to work 
under the temporary agreement. 


Contract* Ape UMW 


Contracts negotiated by the Pro- 


gressives usually are closely pat- 
terned after the UMW contract. 


The Progressives dig between 1.- 


200,000 and 1,500,000 tons of coal 
monthly-—more than one-fifth of 
the state's production. 


With first reports that a con- 


tract was impending in the UMW 
strike, railroads, utilities and al- 
lied industries announced plans to 
restore full service the moment the 
strike ended. 


By this morning, most roads in 


the state hooked additional cars to 
trains, added trains to schedules! 
and reported they would be run- 
ning under normal conditions by 
tomorrow at the latest. The strike 
had pared down both the number 
of operating coal and electric 
trains. Power 
restrictions had 


forced a reduction of service by 
electric trains. 


All utility companies in Illinois 


reported full service to commer- 
cial and private consumers. Dim- 
outs, principally in the metropoli- 
tan Chicago area, brightened un- 
der a flood of light. Theater mar- 
quees blazed again, and this flash- 
ing signs of the city came back to 
life. 
During the strike, the Illi- 


nois Commerce commission had 
ordered a 25 per cent reduction in

Once more France and Germany 


(this time the Bonn government 
of western Germany) are at log- 
gerheads over the Saar valley—a 
bone of bitter contention for two 
centuries. 


The Saar, which the 
Bonn 


regime claims is German territory, 
lies up against tne French frontier. 
It is of vast importance for two 
reasons: 


It is one of the world's richest 


coal areas, and (what perhaps 
isn't so widely recognized) has 
great strategic value militarily. 


This strategic 
aspect 
is of 


special significance in view of the 
deep-seated hostility between the 
two nations, engendered by a long 
train of wars. 


Germans Angered 


At the end of the 
Isle 
war 


France detached the Saar. from 
Germany and gave it a status of 
limited 
self-government 
under 


French direction. Paris now has 
taken a further step which has 
angered the Bonn regime. 


The French have made a treaty 


with the Saar under which the 
valley 
government becomes a 


"Republic" with broader autonomy 
but with Paris remaining in charge 
of foreign relations and military 
security. France continues in con- 
trol of the coa! mines for fifty 
years. The. Saai is promised com- 
plete independence at the end of 
that time if-the allies approve. 


Actually France has no author- 


ity to make final disposition of 
the Saar at this juncture, since 
the western allies have agreed that 
the matter shall be settled in the 
peace conference with Germany. 


The Saar district, of some 784 


square miles, originally came into 
possession of France in 1766 as 


part of Lorraine. After the peace 
of Paris in 1815 it was turned 
over to Germany. At the end of 
World War I the Saar basin was 
awarded to France by the treaty 
of Versailles, for exploitation of 
the 
coal 
fields 
This was to 


compensate 
France 
for 
losses 


through destruction of her north- 
ern coal fields by the invading 
German armies. 


Returned to Germans 


The treaty further provided that 


for 15 years the Saar basin should 
be governed By a commission ap- 
pointed by the League of Nations. 
After that a plebiscite should be 
held and the people should decide 
which one of three courses they

Let's Do It Now! 


"Wartime excise taxes, still in effect four and a half 


years after the war ended, are depressing certain lines of 
business," says the Houston Press. 


"The original chief purpose of these taxes was to dis- 


courage travel and business-as-usual, thus releasing trans- 
portation facilities, manpower and materials for war work. 
They continue to serve that purpose when all lines of busi- 
ness need every possible encouragement to produce and sell, 
thus providing more jobs and more government revenue from 
individual and corporate income taxes." 


The executive secretary of the Illinois Federation of Re- 


tail Associations said, "If these taxes are not eliminated at 
once, they are here to stay. They were imposed as a war- 
time measure, at which time promises were repeatedly made 
that they would be removed after the war. Anything less 
than outright repeal of them amounts to betrayal." He also 
said that many retail merchants were reducing handbag 
lines, discontinuing furs, and cutting jewelry inventories to 
a bare minimum, because of the adverse influence of the 
taxes on Rales. The depressing effect of this is felt by manu- 
facturers, distributors, labor and everyone else involved. 


Time is a very important factor in this problem. Retail- 


ers find themselves faced with increasing buyer resistance 
to the affected items, because people are putting off the pur- 
chases in the hope that congress will repeal the taxes. In 
the interest of our economic welfare, congress should act 
without further delay. 


Life and Death in Whose Hands? 


A law has been proposed in congress which would 
"•oyietiae" this country, and every business and every in- 
dividual within it. It is known as the Spence Act—H. R. 
2756. It would give the government, through the president, 
the power to take over the economic system of the nation 
If, in his sole opinion, materials or facilities were in short 
supply, if prices were too high, or if some other situation af- 
fected the national economy, the foreign policy, of our eco- 
nomic growth. 


Here, in part, is what the president could do if the bill 


became law, as described by John T. Flynn in his book. "The 
Road Ahead." 


1. He could decide how much steel, lumber, or anything 


else could be produced. Industry.would be compelled to meet 
whatever production budget he laid down. 


2. He could, if he decided they were necessary, build 


government plants and factories to produce commodities of 
any kind. 


3. He could establish priorities for materials, on either 


voluntary or a compulsory basis. Mr. Flynn observes, "Here 
is the power of life and death over every industrial enterprise 
in the land." 


4. He could regulate all exports and imports. 
5. He could establish maximum prices on any materials 
and facilities. 


6. Finally, he could lay down any rules he deemed neces- 
sary to make the act operative. 


These rules would have all the power of law. And, to 


cap the climax, he could "make such inspection of the books, 
records and other writings, premises or property of any per- 
son and make such investigations and conduct such hearings 
as may be necessary to appropriate to the enforcement or 
administration of this act," Of this provision, Mr. Flynn 
says: "Here is the power of seizure and search upon a hith- 
erto unimaginable scale." 


It may seem unbelievable that a "dictatorship bill" could 


ever become the law of this land. It is frightening to think 
that such a bill should even be seriously proposed in a free 
country. It would give the president the same powers that 
Hitler and Mussolini had, and that Stalin has. And whether 
one agrees or disagrees with the view of any individual presi- 
dent is entirely irrelevant. The principle is what count.s 


Many years ago a great American said: "Eternal vigi- 


lance is the price of liberty." That is truer today than ever. 
And this incredible measure—which all alone, could turn the 
United States into a total government—provides terrifying 
proof of it.

THE THIRD ENEMY—ANGER, RESENTMENTS 


We have now looked at two of the fifteen enemies of the human 


personality: lack of vital faith in God, and consequent self-centered- 
ness. We now come to the third: Resentments, anger and hate. In 
taking up these three we are entering the realm of the emotions. 


This age is afraid of being emotional, and yet It is turning out to 


be a very emotional age; in fact, emotionalism is rampant. Most of 
this emotionalism is self-disruptive. An age that is afraid of emotion 
ends up in following the thing It fears. It has tried to suppress the 
emotions, and the emotions put out at the door have come back by the 
window. 
For the emotions are a part of us and cannot be eliminated. All 


attempts at elimination end in complexes. They are pushed Into the 
subconscious, and there they become a festering point. We cannot 
set aside the emotions; we can only direct them, sometimes redirect 
them to great aims and purposes. The emotions are the driving forces 
of the personality. They can drive toward the rocks or toward the 
open seas of expanding accomplishment. 
Take anger, for instance. It is an instinct of self-protection, and 


for the protection of others. It causes us to stand up and fight against 
harmful enemies of the human personality. We are angry with evil, 
and therefore we stiffen ourselves against it and oppose it. Otherwise 
we would allow it to invade us and others. Nietzsche is right when 
he says that "virtue is of no use unless it can be lashed into a rage." 
Otherwise we would be "moral cows in our plump comfortableness." 
Our capacity to love the good, determines our capacity to hate the 
evil. But no'te that it is our virtue that is to be lashed into a rage- 
not our pride, our hurt egoism, our fears. There is all the difference 
in the world between the two: one is harnessed to higher ends, hence 
constructive; the other is harnessed to the ends of a wounded self, and 
hence destructive. 
The one is a righteous anger, and the ether is 


unrighteous.

There are areas of thought and liberty which have been lost to 


Americana through the excitement of clamor and slogans, but which, 
like Alsace-Lorraine and other lost provinces of history, may yet 
be redeemed. 
Mr. Truman ia now trying to con- 


quer more territory with demands for hia so-called 
civil liberties program. 


The mere fact that most of the people long ago 


dully succumbed to the proposition that unions 
were sacred because their members were working 
men does not establish the truth of that fallacy. 
The people can be wrong and those who believed 
the unions were sacred were wrong. 
I was one 


who so believed. We sympathized with workers on 
small wages under bad conditions and carelessly 
believed that unions were sincere organizations 
of poor, virtuous citizens. By this mistake, we en- 
abled the unions to establish powers and special privileges which hava 
made them dangerous conspiracies against the' rights and welfare of 
the whole people and the states, including the people who are per- 
force members and dues-payers. 


"Carried Away" 


Congress, the legislatures and 


the courts were carried away by 
the same emotional enthusiasm. 
Some of the directors of the fal- 
lacy were coldly intelligent cyn- 
ics who knew what they were do- 
ing. But as a people we are not 
that smart and this loss of ground 
to the dark forces of the union 
movement was a genuinely pub- 
lic error. It was a great mistake 
to concede to unions a right to 
violate 
the Sherman 
anti-trust 


law and another to hold t h e m 
a b o v e 
the 
power 
of t h e 


courts to restrain them from us- 
ing force against their victims. 
It 
would have been wrong; to 


grant these special privileges to 
any group, whether they had mor- 
tar on their shoes or plug hats 
on their heads. There is nothing 
in poverty that ennobles the poor 
man above the fellow with a roof 
over hia head. The cut of a citi- 
zen's jib should neither avail nor 
deny him any right. But, actual- 
ly, we did not grant the powers 
to the people who were members 
and who were yet to become 
members of the unions. Actually. 
we granted these powers to a few 
clever, ruthless union politicians. 
We didn't even 
require 
these 


bosses and their unions to meet 
the most lenient standards of be- 
havior. It was stupid of us. 


So there is a rich lost province 


business which is none of its busi- 
ness under the constitution. A 
lynching1 is local 
police business. 


At worst it is state business. Its 
advocates 
invoke the "general 


welfare" to justify their invasion 
of state's rights here by the same 
reasoning they may pass a federal 
law against dumping garbage out 
of windows. 


This would be against hygiene. 


Disease does not respect 
state 


lines. Therefore, the general wel- 
fare of the United States demands 
that a national bureau may be set 
up with a branch at every fork 
of the creek and forms innumer- 
able to enforce a federal garbage 
disposal program. 


The only large racial group in 


the United States who suffer un- 
fair discrimination -are the Ne- 
groes. It would be nice to erad- 
icate this prejudice and open op- 
portunities to Negroes and this) 
is being done gradually, but if we 
do it this way we violate the con- 
stitution. 
There is no violation 


of law or the constitution in racial 
discrimination. 
The 
Christian 


spirit is violated, to be sure, but 
that is not enforceable. Only our 
laws and our constitution have 
force. Is it a good idea to violate 
the constitution to appease any 
special interest among us? 
If 


the president and congress won't 
respect the constitution, who will? 


Only a few intellectually sturdy 


citizens are willing to brave the 
ridicule 
that is turned 
against 


ridicule that is turned against 
those who have at last awakened 
to the inquiry of the income tax. 
Nevertheless, .here is another lout 
province to be won back. The In- 
come tax amendment simply re- 
vokes all the rest of the consti- 
tution. 
Nobody understood this 


at the time, but it has become 
plain hi the passing years.

case, walnut can be thankful that the local problem was settled before 
It was necessary to drag it into court. 


There Is no better watchdog than an aroused citizenry. In coun- 


ties where the sheriff and state's attorney will not do their duty to 
suppress gambling, the people can rise up and demand action, or get 
the officials out of office. Constant vigilance is necessary to see that 
once freed of gambling it does not creep back in. joy jars an> taking 
the place of slot machines, they are easier to conceal, and apparently 
just M profitable as the "one-armr-d bandits " We understand that 
th*- tickets come with the winning numbers in a separate envelop*-. and 
it is up to the honor or shall \\-r say disrrrtion of the operator how 
many "winners" are placed in the jar '-if any.

Britain's Labor party, put further 
nationalization on the shelf for the 
time being today in a bid to 
strengthen its shaky hold on the 
helm of government. 


Labor's majority, 148 seats in 


the last parliament, shrank to 
seven seats as a result of the Feb. 
23 elections. 


The 
government's 
Immediate 


program was disclosed in a speech 
written by the party for King 
George VI. The speech, delivered 
at today's formal opening of par- 
liament, was one of broad generali- 
ties, notable for what it did not 
say rather than for what it did. 
It heralded a very bland diet for 
the immediate future. 


Pomp And Circumstance 


Parliament opened with its usual 


pomp and circumstance. Flashing 
jewels, gilt and furs brightened 
austere London in the centuries 
old pageantry preceding the open- 
ing. Thousands of Britons lined 
the route from Buckingham Palace
